The Battle of ibo Gaugesi 

Thirty years ago tbo battle of tho 
gangos nasfoaght in Great Britaio, 
There were tho broad gauges end 
the narrow gaog«B, and both had 

their adrooatOB even amongst tbo most 
eminent railway engineers and Bcientilio 
men. The carrow gaagea triumphed, 
Iho Groat AVeatorn of England alone 
sticking to iho sovnn fool gauge, Es^ery- 
wLevo else tbo five loot gauge, aftoi- 
warda practically raodifiodby a ohaogo 
in tho form of tho rails to four foot, 
oigbt iDches and a half, was adopted. 
Bat tho G'reat Western stood out. 
Brunei would haro eovon feet or 
nothing, and hie strong will prevailed. 
Kow many millions the Bharcholdore 
lost by woakly yiulding to tho proud 
will and lolty geniua of tho giant intel- 
lect which then oontrollod the defltinicB 
of that uufortonato ontorprieo ia beat 
known to thcmsoives. Bat since that 
day tho verdiot of Iho world has been 
in fuvor of tbo carrow gfiugo. It lias 
prevailed in most ISaropoan coantriop, 
and il; was adopted aad adhered to in the 
United States of America from tho very 
first. Under these cireumntancof, it does 
seem stronge that Canada should hnvo 
fallen into tho wide gauge blunder, Tho 
Graud Track is wide gauge, and tho 
Inlorcolouial is being constrnotod upou 
llio Bamo principle, — not tho old seven 
loot gauge of the Eagliah Great West- 
orn, but the five foot six inch gango, — 
tho other roads in Canada, like those of 
tho Uiiitcd States, being built upon the 
four loot eight and a half inch gauge. 
The Ictercolonial gauge has reeeutly 
iormed the eobjeot of debate in the Can^ 
ndian Honso ot Oommons^ a resolutioti 
having been moved dtclaring that it is 
desirable to adopt the 4 feot 8^ inch 
gangs in iho conBtruoiion of tho Inter- 
colonial Eailway. Toe mover of the 
reeolution (Mr liodwell) pointed out 
the advantage of having the gango ol 
tha Intercolonial Railway the eamu 
QS lines in the United States. «Dd aapiopcaed 
for the Canadian Pocific, to that Itlegbt 
could poES over from Victoria to Halilsjs 
withont breaking balk, Ha ctpreaaed the 
opioion ttiat the Baviog by ihe narrow gaugo 
would more than compoDs&lj for tha change 
on that portion ol tho lioaalieady coDatrncicJ. 
To tbis the Hon Mr Lmgevin rep ied ihot 
tbe grott Railway of iba DonninioD (!hi 
Graad Trnnb) wca broad gaii;;e; thnt it 
oouid not afford to changu its Kingc, 
and, csDseqaently, if ttie Intercolon iai adopted 
tbo narrow gauge it would compel a chacge 
of oara alBiverda Loop. Ha farther urged 
that it would coit a very Urge sam of money 
to make tha change and would render it ini- 
posaiblo tor Ihe Ictsrcoloiiial to be completed 
between St. John and Halifax by Bepteo;- 
bar, as woald olherwiee be tbe csss, Alorc- 
over, he eaid Eoginests who bad aiudied tbe 
matter bad given it eatbeii opinion that il 
ilicy bad.to seleot a kobbb now, they wooUl 
net taiie a 4fl . S^^loob, bot a 5£t. 3 ioch 
gauge. He retniudtd the Hooae that tho 
{^aoKa of the lutcicolocial wna fixed by Aol 
of Failiaoient. Mr. Shanly lolloired. Lie 
had always been io favor of the narrow 
gOBgs, and thongbt it a great mistake that it 
badnotbeco adopted on the Inteicolsnial 
frona the Qrit. Mr. Mackeozie tbooght that 
il t'^e change was io be made at all tbesoon- 
ei Ibo bttier, as every mile oocsiracted on the 
broad gacge woa'd add to theooFtof ilie cliani^e, 
Uepointed OQt the inopoit^naeol Slaving one 
nnilorm goage liotn iho Ailaotio to the Vt. 
oifio. and one which woulil, ot tne eame 
lime, correspond wiib ocnnecUDj? American 
linfs. There would ba a road built from 
Qaebec to Ottawa city, to join the Paciflo 
IlailCTnj; Ibeee roadw would have to reach 
tho lide-watorp. lie boped lo sea a bridge 
built ovur tho St. LaBienceul Quebec, ami 
if tbie wore done there would only be 1-18 
miles on tbe Grini Trnnk to cban^u 
in order lo reach River du Loii;>, 
tboB giviag a coDtinuooa line from ttie ex- 
treme wast to tbe extreme east, Tbe lion 
Joaepb Howe admitted that If the thing were 
to be done over afjaln t'jo narrow gauge 
■would be adopted, as il wna unqueatioaiblj 
thu olienpeat nnd btst ; but bo did not see how 
the thaiigi; could wtill bo make row, Tlit 
Hon. Win, MficdoBgn.ll and a number o( oiliera 
epuke on tbe Bide ol tbe narrow gaugo and 
in favor of ita immediate adoption on tbo 
Intercolonial. ^Tbe debate wai adjoaraed. 
We coufeea that we cannot exuctly lliu 
force of the logU of delay la meking tic 
cbaoge, if tbe cbaage ii to be made at all; for 
it is obvious that il will cost mere to uiaku 
the change after the road is completed than 
now. Al'.og*ther apart from the qneatioa of 
econonij- in conslructiiii^ ami operating on llie 
narrow (,'niigo, wliich would appi'Ar to be n 
considcniMoti ot no Einall rua^rniluilo, it U 
turt.lv ot cuiit nnpurmnco lo liiivo (i unifurin 
giiURt' Iruni ocean to oceim (if uurd il lo bt 
tho grOHt higlnvny bctwciin llio I'.vo liemis- 
pherea, tho true Norlli Wost PuBsngp), so thai 
freight from ABiii, dealinudfor ICuroiio miiy bo 
run through from Esquimalt lo Halifax with" 
out iDoarring tbe delay and expense of breaks 
log ballc. Wc cannot help, therefore, in view 
of all the bearlngB of tbe qaestioo, coocnrring 
In the opinions urged by Ueisrs BoclweII,Mae< 
kenile and olbers,ihat tbe sooner the narrow 
(range ia adopUd on tbe Intercolonial Ilailwn}' 
the belter.

(From an Ontario E.xchaugo, OJ May,) 
A powerful company has been Incorporated 
nndargthis nome for the purpose of construct- 
ing a railway from the SuuU Ste. Uarlo, at 
the bead of Lake Huroo, eastward through 
the diitriots af Alfoma and Parry Sound to 
cooneot with tba railway system of Ontario 
in tho eoaatlea ofSlmcoo, Tiotoria, Ontario 
and Poterborougb, and the diatrict of Muakoka 
wilb powera of extension to the Ottawa River. 
This road will connoct at the Sault with the 
Norihcrn Pacific, which is now in courao of con- 
atiuction from Uululb, and which hna dotor- 
iniai'd 10 pxtund its lino lo tbo Sault, which 
it will croaa by an international bridgo, thua 
reudoring the propoaed j auction of the now 
ro-sd easy and inoiponsivo. The eastern ter- 
miuna of the Pacilic janotion will bo at 
Hnicibridgo or CraTtmhurat, whence It will 
lorra a ooatinuation ol the Northern Exten- 
sion Railway now rapidly approaching com* 
pletton. From this point the company is ant 
tboriaed by its charter to eonstraot a branch 
road connecting with the Nippiasing Railwiy 
to Cobooonk, and at Boboaygoon with the 
roada proposed to concentrate at that village 
from ili« .Sooth and E-tst. The Company has 
nfso taken powor to form a junction, by o lino 
irnveraintj ibe Froo Grant Townships, with 
tbo Canada Central at Uarleton Place, thus 
connectiQi; the Pacific road directly with tbo 
oapitui.

A Diabolical Deed. 

The most diabolical massacre committed by 
the Paris Oommane laat year wea that in tbe 
Rue Baxo. Tbe trial of those implicated in tbe 
mnrdcr of fo^ty^scvoH prlesta and aergeantsi 
dcxville in that street ia not yet concluded. Tbe 
Abbe Reymond Bays: — 

Wbiiu tho viclima wore halted, there waa a 
osrtain hseltation among th'i usaaaaiiia, and n 
diicHsaion oomtneocad. Uoo of tbo ubiti.<'a 
mounted on a wall and spoke with cxtremo 
violence, brandishing his aword; then a caD> 
tiniere with her balr in a white net advanced 
ehoutlng out, "No pity, no pity for the Yer. 
sailliats who are assasiini. No ealotlns I no 
gendarmes," and she discharged her pistol. 
Tbe signal was given, a second shot waa 
fired, then a third and afterwards there was a 
general discharge. The women who were in 
the crowd got up on tho wall, and hounding 
00 the murderers with their applnnae, insult- 
ed the victims. Another man, who lookoii on 
from a diatance, declared that the gendarmea 
were first shot, and that tbe others were dis- 
posed of aa they arrived at the place of oifcii- 
tion. "At the end of twenty or twenty-five 
minutes," added this witnesa, "wbeu tbe 
victlma were all on the eronod, aid tbeir 
dead bodies formed a heap, several dischargee 
were Sred into the inaninate mass. Two or 
three officers and men then stamped on the 
bodies. I then saw a gendarme, who was 
quivering in a pool of blood, and an officer 
petn pistol to hia ear and fiaished him. Al- 
together, what with a woman boasthig that 
ihe had tried lo tear tho tongue oat of a 
priest, the Iluo Ilaio alTnir nppoarg to have 
been the moattdiabolical maseacro corainitted 
when theCommuQO waa at bay.
